Glen  Echo  Dance  Theater  is  a  non-profit  corporation 
whose  purpose  is  to  provide  a  dance  center  offering 
the  Washington  area  an  excellent  school  of  dance 
with  a  resident  professional  dance  company  and  to 
serve  as  a  major  performing  center  for  dance  com- 
panies of  the  greater  metropolitan  area.  Established 
in  the  summer  of  1977  by  Jan  Tievsky,  Artistic  Di- 
rector, Glen  Echo  Dance  Theater  became  the  resi- 
dent dance  company  of  Glen  Echo  Park,  sponsored 
by  the  National  Park  Service.  In  the  fall  of  1977, 
the  school  of  dance  was  started.  The  curriculum  of- 
fered includes  classes  not  found  anywhere  else, 
taught  by  a  distinguished  faculty  of  professional 
dancers  and  choreographers  with  extensive  teaching 
experience.  The  emphasis  of  the  program  is  on  the 
acquisition  of  a  strong  technical  foundation  plus  the 
opportunity  to  experience  a  broad  range  of  styles, 
choreographic  process,  improvisation,  and  creative 
expression.  Classes  are  small  and  allow  for  relation- 
ships between  students  and  faculty.  Performing  op- 
portunities available. 

THE  DANCE  EXCHANGE 

The  Dance  Exchange  is  a  unique  and  innovative  or- 
ganization. Its  integrated  approach  to  artistic  de- 
velopment and  community  involvement  provides  a 
powerful  model  for  the  expansion  of  the  arts  in  com- 
munity life.  In  the  fall  of  1984  the  Dance  Exchange 
and  its  performing  companies  became  our  guest 
company-in-residence.

The  Dance  Exchange  Performance  Company  is 
composed  of  professional  dancers  from  the 
Washington  area.  Combining  dance  with  realistic 
imagery,  works  are  defined  by  the  spoken  word, 
drawing  upon  literature,  personal  experience, 
philosophy,  and  political/social  commentary.  The 
company  performs  throughout  the  Washington  area, 
most  recently  at  Dance  Place  and  The  Pavilion 
(under  the  auspices  of  the  Washington  Performing 
Arts  Society).  In  addition,  the  Company  tours  the 
country,  presenting  concerts  such  as  its  recent  per- 
formance at  Dance  Theatre  Workshop  in  New  York 
City. 

The  Dancers  of  the  Third  Age  is  a  unique  perfor- 
mance company  composed  exclusively  of  older 
people.  The  company  grew  out  of  seniors'  dance 
classes  and  workshops  at  local  institutions  and  cur- 
rently performs  its  own  choreographed  works 
throughout  the  area  and  on  tour.  The  Dancers  of  the 
Third  Age  has  performed  for  The  Smithsonian  In- 
stitution, Wolf  Trap,  the  National  Council  on 
Aging,  and  scores  of  DC,  Maryland,  and  Virginia 
schools  through  the  Washington  Performing  Arts 
Society's  "Concerts  in  Schools"  program.

However,  here  at  Glen  Echo  Park  and  particularly 
during  weekends,  our  yurts  serve  as  studio  spaces 
for  several  resident  artists  working  in  a  variety  of 
visual  arts.  While  in  the  park,  we  invite  you  to  visit 
these  artists,  feel  welcome  to  ask  questions,  and 
learn  from  their  activities  and  experiences.  The  yurt 
village  is  located  between  the  Stone  Tower  and  the 
Carousel. 


Scholarships 


Katherine  T.  Andrle,  known  for  her  work  linking 
art  and  nature  through  the  use  of  shrine-like  box 
constructions  and  large  totemic  sculptural  images. 
She  collages  found  materials  and  elements  of  per- 
sonal memorabilia.  Andrle's  summer  offerings  in- 
clude the  Young  Creative  Spirit  series  of  classes  for 
children  and  the  Carousel  Art  Workshop.  Her  work 
will  be  on  view  in  her  yurt  throughout  the  summer. 

Adrienne  Beck  will  be  working  and  demonstrating 
her  silkscreen  printing  process  in  her  yurt.  She  will 
also  be  teaching  courses  in  silkscreen  processes  as 
part  of  the  Creative  Education  Program. 

Nizette  Brennan,  stone  carver  and  sculptor,  is  prac- 
ticing her  art  at  the  Candy  Corner  in  Glen  Echo  Park 
through  the  end  of  October,  1989.  She  is  carving 
sculptures  in  limestone  primarily  using  air  hammers 
and  chisels,  and  finishing  the  works  by  filing  and 
sanding.  Her  Saturday  afternoon  classes  approach 
stone  carving  using  the  direct  method,  creating  form 
in  response  to  an  idea  and  the  stone  itself.  By  carv- 
ing directly,  the  sculptor  attains  three-  dimensional 
form  through  a  subtractive  process. 

Jane  Schweinsberg  will  be  demonstrating  transpa- 
rent watercolor  techniques  during  the  summer.  De- 
monstrations will  include  basic  fundamentals, 
achieving  special  effects,  and  the  "how  to's"  of 
painting  particular  subjects.  The  artist  will  be  availa- 
ble on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  in  her  yurt.  She  will 
be  giving  short  lectures  on  her  work,  and  paintings 
by  her  and  her  students  will  be  on  display.
